than ever; but the regular clank of the en- 
gine, the regular awash of the paddle-wheels, 
the hiss of steam, the shiver and thrill of the 
yibrating decks go on as usual and we move 
ahead, though with diminished speed. And 
now suddenly the engine gives one awful 
whang/ loud, sharp, clear, unaccustomed ; 
that arrests the attention of every passenger. 
The wheels stop in mid-revolution, thg jar 
of machinery ceases and from the regular re- 
curring sounds that have grown familiar to 
us since we left the dock of Cologne there is 
a silence that may be felt. The burly form of 
the Captain comes up the stairway with a 
rush, a hasty word to two of the men who 
run forward and let the anchor drop, and in 
less than half a minute we are swinging 
uietly to our cable. Not one in a dozen of 
the papa has had time to realize that 
anything has happened, but now for a mom- 
ent there is a atir of excitement among the 
hundreds who have been sitting quietly be- 
neath the deck awnings and taking in the 
beauty and grandeur of the scenery. Ladies 
prepare to faint or make other demonstrations, 
and one of them shrieks, flings up ber arms 
and tumbles gracefully backwards upon two 
or three gentlemen who let her down easy 
upon a seat, while she cries, My boy ! Oh, 
my boy! I'm sure he's killed! Where is 
he?” Others try to soothe Ler, and ina 
moment the “boy” himself, a youth in his 
teens, appears and adda his efforts to those of 
the passengers, and after a while succeeds in 
his object. Now the sailors are in groups 
and slinging German at each other vigorously 
and the captain, and mate, and clerk, and 
purser, aud head waiter, and portera, are ex- 
plaining to the excited passengers that there 
is no danger whatever, that an accident has 
happened to the engine and nothing worse 
than some hours delay need be anticipated. 
I had noticed just as the stoppage occurred 
a long curved rippie running out from the 
shore athwart the stream, and imagined it 
was caused by rocks iu the bottom of the 
stream, and that we had scraped then in 
some way, but such was not the case. The 
heavy iron rod connecting the cylinders of

THE MANAGEMENT OF PETROLEUM Lamps. 


lo view of the numerous fatal and other 
accidents caused by petrcleum lampe, the 
following suggestions as to the construction 
and mansgemant of such lampa have been 
made by Sir Frederick Abel an? Mr. Bover- 
ton Redwood, chemist of the Petroleum As- 
sociation, after investigating the causes of 
lamp accidents : 

1. That portion of the wick which is in 
the oil reservoir shoald be enclosed in a tube 
of thin shee) metal, open at the bottom, or 
in a oy linder of fine wire gatza, such as is 
used in miners’ safety lamps (28 meshes to 
an irc). 

2. Tne oil reservoir should be of metal 
rather than of china or glass, 

3 The oil reservoir should have no feed- 
ing place nor opening other than the opening 
into which the upper part of the lamp is 


4. Every lamp shouli have a proper ex- 
tl gaishing apparatus. 

5 Every lamp should bave a broad and 
heavy basa, 

6. Wicks should be soft and nos tightly 

aited 


7. Wioks should be dried at the fire be- 
fore put into lamps. 

8. Wicks should be only jast long enough 
to reach the bottom of the oil reservo, 

9 Wicks should be so wide that they 
quite fill the wick holder without having to 
be que. z d into it. 

10. Wicka thould be soaked with oil be- 
fore being lit, 

11 The reservoir should be quite filled 
with oil every time before using the lamp, 

12 Tne lamp should be kept thoroughly 
clean, and oil ho ald be carefally wiped off, 
and all charrei wick and dirt removed be- 
fore lighting, 

14 When the lamp is lit the wick should 
oF at fired turned down and then slowly 
raised. 


14 Lamps which have no extinguishing 


apparatus should be put out as follows: 

he wick should be turned down until there 
is only a small, flickering flame, and a sharp 
puff of breath should be seat across the top 
of the chimney, but not down it. 

15 Cars or bottles used tor oil should be 
free from water and dirt, and should be 
kept thoronghly closed.

England and Portugal. 


All Earops is greatly interested in the 
quarrel between England and Portugal re- 
garding the rights of the two countries in 
southéastern Africa, and particularly be. 
tween the Zambesi river and Like Nyassa 
and along the river Shire, The osntral 
figure in the contest, so far at least 28 it de 
waging in Africa, is Mayor Alberto da 
Rocha Serpa Pinto, who has sometimes been 
called “The Portuguese Stanley.” OF t 
African explorers Pinto ravks second only te 
Stanley. He was born in 1845 and educated 
tor the Portuguese military service, In 1869 
— 1 visit to Africa, where he 

ook part in the cam against the re. 
bellions chief, Bonga, * 
the Zambesi. Then he made a journey 
from Benguels, on the western coast, to 
Darban, on the Southeastern coast, which 
occupled sixteen months and resulted in some 
very important geographical discoveries. 
The expedition was fitted out by Po 

and the Lisbon Geographical society. On 
this long and hszirdons andertaking Pinto 
was acccmpanied by men belonging to a 
tribe of cannibals, Of the eighty who start- 
ed only eight survived the privations and 
euff rings of the journey. Oa his return to Lis 
bon Major Pinto was received with evidences 


of the greatest esteem by the king and by 2 200 


members of scientific societies, Among the 
discoveries made by the explorer was the 
river Coando, which is nay gable for 600 
miles before it empties into the Zambesi, 
ln November, 1877, Mjr Pinto was again 
sent to Africa by the Portuguese government. 
He organ z d a force of fourteen soldiers 
and fifty-seven carriers, and s from 
Banguela penetrated to the interior, travers- 
ing sevoral important districts, and reaching 
Bihe in March of tho following year. He 
was finally laid low with fever ; when hia 
faithfal attendants carried him to the coast, 
Pint) returned to Portugal, remained there 
four yoars, and then went back to Africa, 
where he has singe remained as the head of 
Pcrtuguese authority. It is a fact not gener- 
ally known that the possessions of Portagal 
in Africa exosed those of any other Earopean 
nation. And it may be added as another 
interesting fact that the Portuguese are be 
lieved to bo the Only white men in the world 
who are engaged in the African slave trade. 
Daring the anti-slavery congress, recently in 
session at Brussels, evidence of this was 
produced, and an effort will be made to 
induce the government of Portugal to put a 
stop vo the practices of ite subjects in the

WORMS THAT . KAT STEEL. 


wothing Else will Satisfy ihe Cravings ot

For the past two years the German Gov- 
ernment has been making irquiries into the 
life, history and ravages of one of the moet 
remarkable worms known to exist. This 
wonderful creature, whose gluttonons appe- 
tite is only satisfied after a feed on common 
steel, was first brought into general notice 
by an article in the Cologne G:z:tte in 
Jane, 1887 

For some time preceding the publication 
of the acoouut mentioned, the greatest con- 
sternation existed among ‘the engineers em- 
ployed on the railway at Hagen, by aoci- 
dents, which always occurred at the same 
place, proving that some terrible delect 
must exist either in the material or the 
construction of the rails. 

The Government became interested, and 
sent a commission to the spot for the pur- 
pose of maintaining a constant watch at the 
apot where the accidents—one of them 
attended with loss of life—had occurred.

TERRIBLE DEATH OF A HAVELOCK WOMAN 
HER HUSBAND CENSURED. 


_ Perersoro, Jan. 3.—The dead body 
of Mrs. „ «ea: = gi ofa 
magistrate in the to ip o mont, 
res two miles from Havelock, was 
f esterday in a swamp about two 
miles from her home. On the day be- 
fore Christmas Mrs. Holbrook left her 
home while her husband was away, and, 
according to his story, he thought she 
had gone to visit a neighbor, Mr. W. 
Anderson. On Friday last her daughter, 
Mrs. Weese, enquired if Mrs. Holbrook 
had returned. Her father said she had 
not and Mr. Weese told him he should 
make enquiries. | This he did, but 
found no trace of his wife. 

Sensational reports arose and large 
numbers of the neighbors turned out 
and a search for the missing woman was 
instituted. The search proved futile 
until yesterday when her husband, 
Wesley Smith, John McGuire and W. 
Anderson found her body in the swamp. 

Reports say that for some time Hol- 
breok has a his wife and she has 
complained to neighbors of his ill-treat- 
meant; This led to suspicions of at least 
ill- and neglect, and hence an in- 
quest was deemed necessary. Holbrook, 
however, says his wife was not of sound 


mind and denies emphatically the alle- 


ions that he ever abused or ill-treated 
er. He attributes the reports to malice. 

Dr. Ford of Norwood, who performed 
the post mortem examination, said that 
he found nothing to indicate foul play, 
that the deceaged was poorly clothed 
and emaciated from lack of nourishment. 
The jf@ry returned a verdict that de- 
ceased came to her death from the effects 
of exposure, and censured Holbrook for 
his conduct towards his late wife.

columns 

Their deep bed or leaves and roots absorb 
rain and melted snow, and prevents the 
repid washing away of valuable soil which 
has changed fertile lands to deserts. 

The cool damp atmosphere which arises 
from them has a powerful influence in obtain - 
ing mia in spring and summer, when it is 
most needed. Rain-clouds pasa over a tree- 
less district without breaking. In India, 
they passed for many years over the Deccan 
— (which is now being re forested) clear 
to the far Himalayas. 

They prevent the winds from passing too 
rapidly over ¿he growing crops, thus allowing 
the benefit of summer showers to the earth. 
With a strong wind a field dries at once; but 
d can re- 
main for days in that condition, half moist 
and half dry, most favorable for vegetation. 

They render travelling and living generally 
in a country a good deal more comfortable. 
Cattle can use the fields longer, and need leas 
artificial shelter. 

They supply a magazine of that most im- 
portant article—timber, for fuel and for the 
thousand necessities of life which wood 
afforda. 

In the prairie atates, the dense flowering 


prairie grass supplied the place of woods, re- 
sembling the fo of a foreat. But now 
that they are ploughing, these states are 


being washed into the rivera, and aiding to 
form the Mississippi mud 
From what I have seen, in a lifetime passed 
here, a Cansdian township half forest yields 
more crops, better crops, and easier raised 
crops, than when it is quite cleared of its trees.

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From Madoc to Europe. 
BY FRED, E. SEYMOUR. 


Dear EDITOR: 


The rest of our journey must be made by 
rail, but while waiting for the train we can 
see a good deal of the pleasant spot where we 
have been placed to pause and resta while, 
Boppard traces ita history bask even beyond, 
and before the Reman times. It was built 
by the Celta, and when the Romans. took 
possession of it they made it a great depot of 
stores for the “Slingers” of their atmies. In 
the twelfth century it ranked saa free im- 
perial town, but early in the fourteenth the 
Emperor gave it to his brother the Elector of 
Treves, who fought its liberty-loving citizens 
for six long yeara before he could * 
sicn of his royal gift. Then he t the 
castle which is still to be seen in an open 


near the river, and from this strong- 


hold lorded it with a mot too gentle hand 
over the people who struggled his 
tyranny in vain. The town is beautiful for 
situation,” standing over two hundred feet 
above the sea level, and exceedingly healthy 
withal so that that many are attracted to it 
to lire. High above it stands the old 
@unnery of Marienburg which has been con- 
verted into a hydro c establishment, and 
ruins of an ancient lodge of 2 Templars 
still exist There is a pretty “Romanesque” 
church with two square towers, another in 
the pointed style of architecture belonging to 
the Carmelites ; a convent which has been 
turned into a school, and parts of an old 
Roman wall. Two old monasteries are still 
standing, but the monks are fled and the 
buildings devoted to educational purposes. 
Hills rise on hills behind the town, all 
clothed in forests green, though the seperate 

can be singled out as we by ; the 

ohlenberg, the Eselkopf, Imuth 

Elfenlei, Burdenberg ; the Rentzberg with a 
chapel on its brow, and another one—St. 
Michael's—further back overlooking the little 
stream called the hen, a longer 
name than the size of the brooklet seems to 
warrant. And there are pleasant wooded 
paths leading along them all with views now 
and then of the great river and of the other 
shore. The town is compactly built. The 
streets, though rather narrow, are scrupulous. 
ly clean ; ornamental trees and shrubs abound. 
The little railway station is very pretty aad 
has every requisite convenience. We were 
able to procure a satisfying lunch at its little 
restaurant, a refreshing drink and a wash at 
the towa-pump, and there were pleasant seats 
in the shade to rest upon. An old circular 
Roman tower, happening to find itself right 
beside the track had been converted into a 
watering-tank for the locomotives, without 
any detriment to the picturesqueness of its 
appearance. I wanted to inspect it more 
closely but encountered a placard forbidding 
all promenading in that direction. The 
Grand Trunk and every other American rail- 
way I ever travelled over could study with 
profit the closet conveniences of this little 
station, which instead of being the obtrusive 
and disgusting nuisance they so often are 
with us, offensive to nearly every sense at 
once, are here so ingeniously concealed and 


embowered in trees and flowering shrubs that 


one would never suspect their nearness but 
for the modest little cards set up to point out 
the way. Then perfect cleanliness prevails 
everywhere, and no vile odours pollute tle 
air nor disgusting scribblings insult the eye. 
Boppard contains nearly six thousand inhab. 
itants and—I'd like to see it again. 

The little railway station was not accus- 
tomed to such a large throng of passengers as 
now invaded it, and it was a question whether 
the 11 train would be able to take 
us all on board. Whether it really sufficed 
or not, only those left behind, if any such 
there were, can tell ; for when it rattled up 
beside us and all its apartment doors swung 
open each of us e a rush for the first 
vacancy and as soon as we found a vacant 
seat sat down iu it without delay. It is 
possible some were left behind. I know that 
a couple of Canadian friends whom we came 
across on the steamer, agreed to stop at the 
same hotel with us at Mayence, and when we 
got to that city we could find nothing of 
them. We were glad to be moving on again 
though now we bad the disadvantage of only 
getting an unobstructed view of one side of 
the river. In reality this was not quite such 
a disadvantage as it might seem at first, for 
owing to the curves and windings of the 
stream we often had a chance to inspect the 
scenery of the shore we were travelling on 
before we came to it. 

We soon passed the yillage of Camp, a 
healthy and popular summer residence, and 
the grim crag of Bornhoferberg came in sight 
with tho town and cloister of Bornhofen, 

uch frequented of pilgrims, on the shore at 
its foot; while on a steep cliff between stand 
the twin castles of Sterrenberg and Lieben- 
stein, commonly known as The Brothers.”
